Control  of  the  rodent  population  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year.  A  total  of  4-50  manholes  were  pre-bait jd  and  at  these, 

10  partial  and  4-  complete  takes  were  recorded.  Maintenance  treat¬ 
ment  was  continued  in  the  areas  where  bait  had  been  taken  and  of 
14-7  manholes  ;osison  baited,  33  partial  and  3  complete  takes 
were  recorded. 


The  Council's  refuse  tips  at  Whit ton,  Newton  Bewley  and 
Baglescliffe  were  baited  throughout  the  year  and  the  results 
showed  that  only  minor  infestations  existed.
